His Nobleneſſe was of a high and honourable ele- 
vation 3 He was a man of fixed principles, and of a 
maſculine reſolution, of an inviting familiarity 
ina ſtately preſence ; too generous to be cruell , 
roo great a Patriot to be Courted 3 his compaſle 
without trepidation or variation , bad conſtantly 
ſtood right tothit Polez the good of his away” 
which he kept in his eye , both when be wore 
Gowne, and Sword: He was fide Rowana of Anti- 
Romana , of Roman faithfulneſſe, and of Anti- 
Roman faith : A Senatour that honoured his 
Robes. The teares of England , of bis ſervants, 
of his tenants, doe ſpeake him in a better language 
then the moſt eloquent Marble is able : Though te- 
nants teares be no commendation to a living land- 
lord, yet are they credit tothe dead. 

The Chara&er of his Excelency , may bethat
